Seventeen Burn 


To Death In Bus 
Wreck Sunday 


CLANTON, Ala,—The toll of 
the flaming crash of a passenger 
bus near here rose to 17 Tuesday 
with the death of Pyt, Otis Luns- 


ford, 28, at the Maxwell Field 
hospital of Montgomery, 
The Westville, Fla., soldier was 


& member of the 6th Cavalry at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., and, like 
the others, died of burns suffered 
as the huge bus smashed into a 
concrete bridge railing and spray- 
éd itself with gasoline, 

Officials of the Southeastern 
Greyhound Lines reported, mean- 
while, that 12 of the 16 other vic- 
tims of the Sunday night tragedy 
had been definitely identified, 

H. F, Townsend, Greyhound 
manager in Birmingham, — said 
four women remained unidenti- 
fied, 

He listed the dead known as 
Doc Alexander McKinney, Argo; 
Amanda Truly, address unknown; 
W. P. Alton, the driver, Birming- 
ham; Mary Bleanor Finney, 24, 
Buffalo, Ala,; Mrs. Clyde Kenne- 
cy, 21, Birmingham; William D, 
Davis, 17, Troy, CCC enrollee; 
Alonzo Renfro, Banks, Ala,, CCC 
enrollee; Alton E, Yates, 17, 
Union Springs, CCC enrollee; D, 
L, Mathews, 59, Birmingham; 
Mrs, Minnie Tucker, 50, Birming- 
ham; Walter W. Jackson, 19, Bir- 
mingham; and William F, Penn, 
18, CCC enrollee from Ansley, Al- 
abama, 

Penn and Alton died of burns 
in a Clanton hospital Monday. The 
others burned to death when the 
bus struck a bridge guard rail 
&nd was enveloped in flames, 

There was no indication as to 
what caused the crash, the Grey- 
hound manager said. 


CLANTON, Ala.—Turned into a 
roaring funeral pyre almost the 
instant it struck the guard rail of 
a bridge, a Greyhound bus burn- 
ed here Sunday night to claim the 
lives of 17 persons, burned five 
others and caused what is beliey- 
ed to be the most terrible motor 
catastrophe in the history of the 
state, 

So rapid was the spread of the 
flames, so intense the heat, that 
Some of the passengers were 
stricken in their seats and their 
charred bodies were found in po- 
sitions almost as they were sit- 
ting before the crash. 

All the dead were burned al- 
most beyond recognition and rela- 
tives Monday found it necessary 
to resort to small details to de- 
termine the identity of their loy- 
ed ones, 

Driver Was Hero 

W. P. Alton, driver of the bus, 
died a hero’s death. He escaped 
from the burning vehicle only to 
return once, if not twice, into the 
flaming interior to rescue passen- 
gers aboard the ill-fated bus. He 
died at 3 a. m. at the Central Al- 
abama Hospital here. His clo- 
thing had been burned off him in 
his rescue efforts. 

The injured listed at the hos- 
pital were: 

Chris Crumpler, 
Slightly burned; Robert Scrog- 
fins, Birmingham, slightly burn- 
cd; Sam Terry and Maylene Ter- 
ry, Birmingham, not serious, and 
Robert Taylor, Birmingham, not 
serious, 

Coroner Martin said he was at 
4 loss in seeking to determine the 
cause of the accident, ‘unless the 
ariver looked down, maybe at a 
fire breaking out under him, and 
hit the bridge.” 

Mack Stephens, who carried Al- 
ton and two others to a hospital, 
said the driver told him the bus 
was afire before it hit the bridge 
abutment. 

“He told me, too,” said Ste- 
Phens, “that he was afraid the 
wreck might cost him his job.” 

Alton was not on his regular 
run Sunday night but had taken 
the trip for another driver. His 
trip was the second section of 
three that made up the schedule 
due to leave Montgomery for Bir- 
mingham at 8 p. m. 

The Montgomery Highway 
crosses Chestnut Creek about four 
miles south of Clanton. 

Marks at the scene seemed to 
Point to the fact that the bus first 
struck the south end of the bridge 
guard rail breaking the concrete 
end post and knocking down a 
black and white highway warning 
sign indicating a narrow bridge. 

At the north end of the bridge 
which is only about 50 feet long, 
a long mark on the inside of the 
right hand ‘guard rail indicates 
where the bus may have _ side- 
swiped the bridge a second time. 

Alton stopped the bus about 50 
feet after leaving the bridge and 
it was at that spot where the bus 
stood and burned for nearly an 
hour before the flames were ex- 
tinguished.

One woman fell clear of the 
rear door of the bus and rolled be- 
neath the end of the vehicle and 
was crushed to death when the 
overheated tires exploded and 
dropped the chassis, .

AND ITS CONSEQUENCES 
LESSON TEXT—Galatians 6:7, 8; 1 
John 1:5-2:6, 
GOLDEN TEXT —Itf 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness,—I John 1:9, 
Sin is an appalling reality, hideous 
and horrible in itself, and bearing 
with it the gravest consequences 
both in this life and in the life to 
come, Man does not find it pleasant 
to face that fact, and so he makes 
light of sin and even may go so far 
as to deny its existence, Obviously 
Such an expedient does nothing to 
solve the difficulty or to meet the 
gnawing distress of a heart facing 
and fearing the judgment of God. 
Far better to meet the reality of 
it, admit its awfulness, and seek 
God's way of full deliverance, Sin, 
which came into the world when 
man listened to Satan and disobeyed 
God in the Garden of Eden, has 
gone on to mar and to mark all 
mankind. We note that 


I, Sin Brings Corruption (Gal. 6; 
7, 8). 

Seedtime is followed by harvest. 
This is the law of nature, the law 
of God. The farmer who sowed 
wheat in the spring looked for wheat 
when the harvest time came, The 
same principle holds in the spiritual 
realm. Just as the one who sows 
to the Spirit reaps eternal life, the 
one who sows to the flesh reaps cor- 
ruption, and death. 

A life of self-indulgence (which is 
sowing to the flesh) brings moral 
decay. The weakened will yields 
to desire, and it ‘‘bringeth forth sin: 
and sin, when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death’ (James 1:14, 15). This 
death is spiritual, bringing separa- 
tion from God, a loss of fellowship 
and communion with Him. Spiritu- 
al death as well as physical death 
came upon mankind through Adam's 
sin. 

II. Sin Loves Darkness (I John 
1:5-7). 

There is not a bit of darkness in 
God. He is light. When Jesus 
came into the world, He came as 
the Light of the World. But ‘‘men 
loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. For 
every one that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, 
lest his deeds should be reproved’’ 
(John 3:17-21). 

The corollary of that truth is that 
a man who says he has fellowship 
with God, but continues to walk in 
darkness, ‘brands himself a liar (v. 
6). Compare Revelation 21:27-28 for 
what God thinks of liars. 

The light still shines, and the one 
who is walking in darkness has only 
to step over into the light (v. 7) 
where he will find fellowship with 
all God's people and know the 
cleansing of the blood of the Son of 
God. 

III. Sin Is an Undeniable Fact 
(I John 1:8-10). 

It seems impossible that a man 
who knows himself and knows the 
life he lives would ever deny sin, 
for it is one of the most evident of 
all facts. Yet men have denied it, 
or sought to explain it away, calling 
it error, or a “fall upward,” or a 
step in man’s development, or the 
evidence of man’s self-conscious- 
ness and desire to learn. 

There is no hope for a man as 
long as he assumes such an atti- 
tude, for he not only lies himself, 
but he makes God a liar. He denies 
the truth of God’s Word about sin, 
makes meaningless or wicked God's 
dealings with sin, and reveals that 
God’s Word is not in him. Those 
who make such statements declare 
that they do not belong to God and 
do not accept His Word. It is evi- 
dent that they ought never to be per- 
mitted to teach such things in the 
church, or in the name of Chris- 
tianity. 

IV. Sin Calls for a Saviour (I 
John 2:1-6). 

Christ the propitiation, the mercy- 
seat covering for our sins, is the 
only Saviour. He paid the price, 
and made it possible for God to be 
just and at the same time a justi- 
fier of the ungodly. The sinner 
needs such a Saviour. 

Sin in the life of the believer also 
ealls for a Saviour, one who will 
cleanse us (1:9) and who will in 
His own blessed name plead our 
cause “if we sin.'’ He is our Advo- 
cate (2:1) pleading His righteous- 
ness in our behalf when we do fall. 

This does not mean that we may 
then become indifferent or careless 
about sin. If we say we know Him 
and do not keep His commandments, 
we lie about our professed relation- 
ship to Him. The mark of a true 
child is a spirit of obedience. 

God's children prove their love 
to Him by keeping His command- 
ments. Talking about our devo- 
tion to Him, giving our service for 
Him, or sacrificing for His cause 
mean nothing if we do not obey 
Him. We only pile evidence upon 
evidence of our untruthfulness by 
muking claims and doing things 
which are negated by our disobedi- 
ence,

SWEET POTATOES IN FALL 

AUBURN, Ala.—'Tis sweet po- 
tato digging time in Alabama and 
it’s also the best time to select 
seed potatoes for next year’s crop, 
horticulturist of 
Extension Service, 

"To maintain high producing 
stock of sweet potatoes of good 
color,” he says, “it is necessary 
to select foundation seed stock 
each year, A method of seed se- 
jection that will insure the best 
quality of Porto Rico sweet pota- 
toes for next year has been work- 
ed out by the Alabama experi- 
ment station, By using this meth- 
od growers can prevent their stock 
from ‘running out’, 

“Sweet potatoes should be se- 
lected when the potatoes are be- 
ing harvested, The first step is 
to choose high-yielding hills that 
have four or more No, 1 potatoes 
end then save for seed only No, 
1 potatoes free from blemishes, 
ach potato should be examined 
both for skin and flesh color, The 
skin of potatoes saved for seed 
should be a copper-red color and 
the flesh a dark yellow (salmon 
pink),” 

The flesh color is best deter- 
mined by cutting the potatoes in 
two about one-half to three-quar- 
ters of an inch from the end at- 
tached to the plant, If the flesh 
is not a dark yellow color, the 
potato should be discarded so far 
as seed purposes are concerned, 
“When this cutting operation is 
performed in the fall,” Mr, Brown 
says,’ the cut surface will have 
m chance to cure during the cur- 
ing period and decay losses from 
the operation will be held to a 
minimum, If growers wait until 
spring to cut their potatoes in 
examining for flesh color, and 
then bed them immediately after- 
ward, a larger portion of the po- 
tatoes will be lost through decay,

Expect 1,250,000 Tons by 
End of Year. 


WASHINGTON,—A prediction that 
the nation's rapidly expanding ship- 
building facilities will turn out 
1,250,000 dead-weight tons of mer- 
chant ships this year, with an in- 
crease to 3,500,000 tons in 1942 and 
5,000,000 tons in 19438 came from the 
maritime commission, 

In its first comprehensive sum- 
mary of a vast three-way con- 
Struction program, the commission 
placed the cost of 705 merchantmen 
“built, building or under contract’ 
at $1,625,000,000, with an additional 
investment of $86,000,000 in new 
facilities, bringing the total cost to 
$1,711,000,000, 

Divided into three parts, the con- 
struction program now includes: 

1—Long-range program calling 
for 500 ships in a 10-year period, 
This now includes 283 ships, of which 
91 have been delivered. Except for 
the luxury liner America, recently 
taken over by the navy, all con- 
tracts have been let since January 
1, 1938, 

2—Emergency national - defense 
program calling for 200 “ugly 
duckling’’ cargo carriers, Of ap- 
proximately 10,000 deadweight tons 
and designed for mass production, 
the first ‘‘ugly ducklings’’ are ex- 
pected to be completed in Novem- 
ber. 

3—Construction of 222 vessels for 
transfer to Great Britain under the 
Lease-Lend act. This program in- 
cludes 112 ‘ugly ducklings,’’ 72 
high-speed tankers of 16,000 dead- 
weight tons, 10 C-1, 22 C-2 and 6 C-3 
cargo boats, The ‘'C"’ boats, among 
the world’s finest of their class, are 
the backbone of the long-range pro- 
gram, They range from 7,500 to 
12,595 deadweight tons. 


Aerial Fighting Puts 
Weather on New War Role 

BOSTON.—The phrase ‘military 
science” has a new and deeper sig- 
nificance in this war, according to 
Capt. William W, Jones of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

The general pace of modern war- 
fare is geared to econdmic produc- 
tion and advances in scientific 
knowledge, says Captain Jones, who 
reveals that military aviation can- 
not act independently of meteorology. 
He quotes a high-ranking British 
authority who says: 

“The chief of a borriber command 
has to be concerned first with 
meteorology and secondly with 
strategy." 

In view of this new development 
in modern warfare the army air 
force turned its energies to the per- 
fection of a complete meteorological 
department and is training a full 
complement of expert weather fore- 
casters for duty with the military 
forces. Men for this work are hand- 
picked from college alumni, all 
come highly recommended and 
many are Phi Beta Kappas. 

Special training is being carried 
out at several of the nation’s engi- 
neering schools and the best in field 
equipment is provided as they move 
into their army stations. Nor is the 
new branch of the service designed 
as an emergency measure. Their 
work will go on in peacetime or 
wartime. 


Ticklish Job Is Solved 


By Letting Ice Melt 

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH.—Sev- 
eral tons of ice—and the engineers 
who thought of it—are credited with 
preventing mishap in the ticklish 
job of installing the army air corps’ 
huge new underground fueling sys- 
tem. here. 

Sixteen 25,000-gallon gasoline 
tanks had to be lowered evenly— 
and gently—into excavations dug for 
them at the air base. The problem 
was solved by placing blocks of ice 
under the tanks as they were sus- 
pended over the 15-foot holes, then 
timbers of the supporting platform 
were torn down. 

Gradual melting of the ice eased 
the fuel containers safely to their 
underground base. 


Philadelphia Ice Cream 


Traced Back to 1796 


HARRISBURG, PA. — History 
gives Dolly Madison, wife of Presi- 
dent James Madison, credit for cre- 
ating a sensation in Washington by 
introducing ice cream to society folk 
in the capital. 

A recently discovered manuscript 
found in the archives division of the 
Pennsylvania State library, how- 
ever, indicates the concoction was 
probably known to residents of Phila- 
delphia a dozen years before its ap- 
pearance in Washington. 

The parchment, dated 1796, is a 
petition to the state legislature from 
a Haitian requesting permission to 
sell ice cream in the Pennsylvania 
statehouse yard in Philadelphia,

Red Croze Helps 
Solve Problems 
Of Our Recruits 


Through Its Directors in 
Camps Red Cross Links 
Men With Home 


——. 


Washington, D, C.—On the home 
and military fronts the American 
Red Cross is turning its focus on 
the man in uniform, In his behalf, 
more than 10,000 nurses are being 
recruited, Volunteers are donating 
their blood for a huge plasma bank, 
Red Cross women in chapters 
throughout the country are making 
40,000,000 surgical dressings, and 
knitting sweaters for men in out- 
lying posts and sailors on patrol, 

But these are just fragments of 
the story. In military and naval 
stations, the Red Cross is concern- 
ing itself with the personal prob- 
lems of the service man, helping 
him adjust himself to military life. 
For the disabled, the Red Cross is 
on the job in service hospitals, 
helping to speed recovery of the 
sick through a morale-building pro- 
gram, 

In mobilizing a  2,000,000-man 
fighting force, the personal prob- 
lems of the able-bodied man in uni- 
form have in turn become problems 
of the morale divisions. Red Cross 
field directors stationed in all 
camps and reservations have been 
entrusted with the task of helping 
to solve these problems. 

Speaking in a nation-wide broad- 
cast recently, Chief of Staff Mar- 
shall, of the Army, addressed the 
following words to Red Cross field 
directors: 

“When you help straighten out 
any of the great variety of tangles 
that human beings seem unable to 
avoid, you are helping to maintain 
morale on the home front and on 
the military front; you are helping 
us in training for defense.” 

The disabled man in a service 
hospital also can look to the Red 
Cross for help in speeding recoy- 
ery. Medical-social workers, trained 
for their specialized assignment, 
are on duty at Army general and 
Navy hospitals to aid service physi- 
cians, to act as a medium of com- 


munication with the families of 
hospitalized men and to conduct 
recreational programs for convales- 
cents. 

The Red Cross provides recrea- 
tional service for patients in all 
Army and Navy hospitals. Sixty- 
five new hospitals are under con- 
struction by the Army, and their 
recreation buildings are being 
equipped and staffed by the Red 
Cross as each one opens. 

As part of the Army and Navy 
safety programs, members of the 
national Red Gross staff are quali- 
fying instructors in First Aid and 
Water Safety among the ranks of 
the enlisted man. 

The number of Army and Navy 
cases assisted by Red Cross field 
directors has increased in volume 
140 per cent since Selective Service 
has been in operation. During the 
past year 126,515 cases involving 
active service men have been han- 
dled in the camps. 

The Red Cross recently made 
available $1,000,000 to meet an 
emergency need for athletic equip- 
ment for the Army and Navy. This 
need arose when Government ap- 
propriations for the purpose be 
came exhausted, 

In addition to providing the Army 
and Navy with an official reservoir 
of nurses, the Red Cross is catalog- 
ing the nation’s medical technolo- 
gists. Through this program, ~in 
which approximately 3,000 techni- 
cians have registered, the Army 
and Navy will select such profes- 
sional personnel as laboratory 
workers, deititians, dental techni- 
cians, pharmacists and other cate- 
gories of trained technologists, 


DAIRY DEFENSE 


Every dairy cow in Alabama 
must produce an extra pint of 
milk per day in 1942 to meet Al- 
abama’'s quota, says F. W. Burns, 
Wxtension Dairyman, Auburn. It 
can be done, he says, by more lib- 
cra] feeding and better manage- 
ment. 

Europe will need our surplus 
cows to replenish its depleted 
herds as soon as the war is over. 
Save all heifer calves sired by 
production bred bulls to help sup- 
ply this future demand. 


SOURCE OF VITAMIN A 


To insure a good ‘quality milk 
that is high in Vitamin A and to 
removethe danger of contracting 
diseases due to Vitamin A defi- 
ciency, farmers are planting oats 
and rye to be grazed by catt.e 
this winter when pasture plants 
have died. Fields planted to 
these crops can easily be turned 
into temporary pastures by put- 
ting up a couple of runs of barb- 
ed wire. 


A Chicago botanist who has 
made a survey of Alaska, says, 
“The possibility of inhalant aller- 
gy from pollen and _ spores in 
Alaska is remote.” Not so easy, 
however, for all sufferers from 
this ill to go to Alaska.

FARM LABORERS RECEIVING 
SHARPLY INORBASED WAGE 
With the supply of farm labor 
being at the lowest point in 23

creased use of machinery on the 
farms and more intensive use of 
available workers.

Koy Fay Bryan, Reporter, 
MOVABLE HAY SHED 
FOR ALABAMA FARMS 

Due to increased hay produc- 
tion, shortage of baling wire and 
a lack of hay storage space on 
many farms, a cheap, portable 
hay shed—known as the Garrett 
movable hay shed-——has been de- 
figned by the Agricultural HWngi- 
neering Department, Auburn, for 
use on Alabama farms, 

Hay stored in this shed is fed 
by simply removing the tempo- 
rary protection of wire or boards, 
permitting animals access to the 
sides of the rack, Should mud 
interfere, the rack is skidded to 
dry ground. ‘Two to four such 
sheds will fill the needs of an ay- 
erage two-horse farm, 

The top of the shed can be 
bolted on one side, swung open for 
filling and then closed after it is 
fijled with hay.
